Sergt 
Cawsey said he warned the accused 
that day, Nov. 14, and that Cayenne 
made a statement which he took 
down in writing. 

In thig statement Cayenne said 
that ‘the children were fighting and 
I threw a stick at her and told her 
to stop fighting,’’ and admitted that 
he was angry when he did so. 

“The evidence establishes you 
guilty beyond all questionable doubt 
in my mind,” said Hig Lordship. 
“You were reckless and indifferent 
of the effect which might result 
from your throwing that stick. I 
can’t understand ho wany man, no 
matter who he may be, or how he 
may live, could pick up a club and 
throw it with sufficient force to 
break the skull of his 10 year old 
child; that ig sufficient to find you 
guilty.” 

Wm. McLaws, of Bassano, defence 
counsel, said that Cayenne did not 
intend to inflict severe injury, or 
even to hit the child on the head 
when he threw the stick; that he 
Was supporting the family to the 
best of hig ability, and that if he 
were imprisoned the children could!

TOWN AUDITOR'S 
REPORT ISSUED 


Annual Ratepayers’. Meeting to be 
Held Friday, Jan. 27 


The annual auditor’s statement 
and financial returns of the Town 
of Bassano ig published in this issue 
of The Mail. 

The long columns of figures show 
in graphic detail the various items 
of receipts, expenditures, water- 
works operation, and- tax collections, 
etc., and their perusal ig recom- 
mended to every ratepayer. 

In this connection it is significant 
to note that tax collections in 1932 
exceeded by $443.87 the amount col- 
lected in 1931. 

Heavily weighed down by deben- 
ture debt, the town is gradually 
working thig off under the scheme 
sanctioned by the Boar dof Public 
Utility Commissioners at Edmon- 
ton. Under this scheme the town 
pays annually about $8,532.00, and 
is able to do so without the addition 
of heavy taxation. 

The ratepayers’ annual meeting 
will be held at 8 p.m. in the Town 
Hall on Friday, Jan. 27. At this 
meeting the financial statement will 
be gone over and the chairmen of 
the various committees will submit 
their reports for the past year.

Olassification is Too High 


The Alberta Government Tele- 
phones collected approximately $132 
excess charges from the business 
men of Bassano last year. Although 
a check-up has not been made for 
1931, it is probable that an equal 
amount was overpaid in that year. 

Thig overpayment in due to the 
excess monthly rates charged by the 
government telephone department 
in assessing Bassano business men 
at a rate 26 cents per month higher 
than it should be. With approxi- 
mately 45 business telephones in the 
town, this overcharge amounts to 
about $132 a year. 

The telephone department's classi- 
fication for exchanges with continu- 
ous service is $4.26 per month for 
a business desk phone where there 
are less than 150 phones, and $4,650 
per month where from 150 to 300 
phones are installed. 

Bassano busines, — men have been 


paying at the rate of $4.60 per 
month for a desk phone. A check- 
up reveals that with only a little 
more than 140 phones on the ex- 
change, including extensions, Bas- 
sano is entitled to the lower classi- 
fication and the $4.25 per month 
rate.

The telephone department should 
also make an immediate re-adjust- 
ment of rentals to conform with the 
classification {n which Bassano now 
falls. 


UNITED EFFORT NEEDED 


The C. \P. R. land contract holders 
on the Eastern Irrigation project 
will never accomplish much toward 
solving the land contract problem 
until they enlist the whole hearted 
co-operation and sympathy of prac- 
tically every contract holder on the 
project. 

Sporadic and detached efforts have 
been made by farmers in different 
parts of the project to get together 
and arrive at a solution of their 


problem, but their efforts have met 
with but little success. Resolutions 
have been passed and suggestions 
made, but no definite conclusions 
have been arrived at or plan of ac- 
tion mapped out. 

The problem is admittedly a diffi- 
cult one, but there must be a satis- 
factory solution, and if the farmers 
continue in their efforts to find that 
solution they must eventually get 
results. 

One essential thing for the success 
of the movement is the unity and 
co-operation of every farmer affect- 


fected. With the contract holders 
presenting a united front and in- 
sisting on fair and reasonable ad- 


justment, the company must recog- 
nize them as a body and make a 
serioug attempt to deal with their 
problems.

St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 9—Entomolo- 
gists of Minnesota and North Dakota 
today predicted another grasshopper 
outbreak was probable this year, 
and urged early action to prevent 
widespread destruction. 

EDMONTON, Jan. 9—H. A. Craig, 
deputy minister of agriculture for 
Alberta, when queried regarding the 
steps take nto combat an outbreak 
ot. grasshopper, such as wrought 
some damage last year in the west, 
said that arrangements had _ been 
made to combat such an occurrence. 

‘“‘We are making preparations in 
anticipation of another outbreak of 
these pests next summer,” said Mr. 
Craig. ‘The department has supplies 
on hand to combat them. 

“Last year the damage was con- 
fined to the southern part of the 
province and the Empress-Bassano 
line marked the boundary of the 
area affected by the hoppers. In the 
present year it is expected that they 
will appear slightly farther north as 
eggs have been found this side of 
last year’s area. This will not affect 
Edmonton and district, however, as 
there are no signg of the pests in 
large numbers here.”
